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Dr. Crafton Swallows a Heavy Dose 
of Indian Hemp, 


BUT HE MAY SUCCEED IN RECOVERING 


He Is at the Grady Hospital—His Wi'e 
Has Left the City—-Hammond | 
Locked Up. 


Dr. F. E. Crafton made a desperate and 
almost successful attempt to kill himself 
last night. 

Desperately fighting like a madman, and 
struggling with all the fierceness of a wild 
animal, Dr, Crafton succeeded in occupying 
the attention of four stout mea last night 
about 10 o’clock, while he was suffering 
from the effects of a large dose of Indian 
Hemp, taken ‘with suicidal int:nt. 

At 12 o’clock he was still unconscious, but 
there Was every indication that he would 
recover and it was the unanimous opinion 
of the numerous doctors who were diligent- 
ly at work trying to gave Crafton’s life, 
that he would pull through. 


When Dr. Crafton left his office last night, 


about 9:30 o’clock, he was staggering as if 
under a heavy load. He walked out Broad 


streee to Hunter, and turned into Whitehall. ° 


As he walked it became more and more difi- 
cult for him to hold himself together, and 
in front of the art studio of Lycett he fell, 
unconscious, to the ground. It was only 


a few minutes before he was discovered by | 


L. W. Powell. Mr. Powell quickly summon- 
ed aid, and the unfortunate man was taken 


at once to the drug store of Dr. Benjamin, | 
| cOrner of Whitehall and Mitchell. 


Dr. Thomas Love was the first physician 
present and began to work on the man at 
once. Dr. K. C. Divine then’appeared and 
lent his best assistance. When Crafton re- 
covered consciousness he began to act like 
a maniac, and then it was that he was held 
down by several gentlemen. He began to 
call for his wife and Hammond. For his 
wife. he seemed to have only the kindest 
words, and spoke vaguely about her leaving 
and begged her to stay. It was not long 
before Drs. Love and Divine had Dr. Julian 
Thomas, Dr. J. S. Bennett, Dr. Kennedy, 
Dr. Head and Dr. Brown to help them, and 
the work to resuscitate the would-be suicide 
was Kept up without a pause. An attempt 
was made to give him coffee through a rub- 
per tube, but he evidently knew what they 
wore trying to do, for he bit it into two 
parts iff several places. 

Lying on the floor, half-undressed and ap. 
parently unconscious and about to expire 
every moment, Dr. Crafton made a sad and 
pitiful sight. The ambulance was called, 
and the doctor was removed to the Grady 
hospital about 11 o'clock. At midnight he 
was far from being a well man, but the 
physicians were hopeful of fs recovery. 

Before the Atteuript. 

Report came to police headquarters last 
night that Dr. Crafton had sought out his 
wife, who had gone to the Arlington after 
her release Monday night, and violently 
attacked, cursed and beat her. He went 
about like a raging lion, threatening to kill 
his wife, Robbie, Hammand, and anybody 
else who should approach him about the 
matter. 

Mrs. Crafton avowed her intention never 
to live with her pugnacious consort, and 
last night at 8 o’clock left the city for her 
father’s home in Horton, Kas. She took 
her child with her. : 

Mr. Hammond was seén by a Constitution 
reporter at the police station last night, 
and told of the developments of the day. 
Though somewhat surprised at Dr. Craf- 
ton pouring out. the vials of his wrath 
upon his wife’s head so soon, he said that 
he Knew that it would come finally. Mr. 
Hammond said that it was a frequent oc- 
currence for Dr. Crafton to mistreat his 
wife, as many of the people where they 
had boarded could testify. 

Mr. Hammond is still held at headquar- 
ters. His case, as weil as Dr. Crafton’s, 
will be tried in pores court this after- 
noon at 2:30 o'clock Hammond is mad at 
Crafton’s conduct, and says that he would 
lend a heiping hand to any woman who-was 
being beat and cuffed about as was Mrs. 
Crafton.

SHE PREFERRED DEATH TO SHAME, 


A Month Agota Young Man Was Arrested 
jor Ruining Her~Her Tragic 
End Yesterday. 


Cora Plunkett, an Atlanta girl nineteen 
years old and quite pretty, ran away from 
Mrs. Wolfe’s house of correction for girls 
yesterday morning and killed herself with 
some deadly drug two hours later. She 
took the poison at 9 o'clock. For four hours 
she lingéred in unconsciousness, dying at 


“1:30 o’clock in the afternoon. 


The suicide was the last act in the trage- 
dy of a young girl's déwnfall. Sne put an 
end to her life to escape the development 
of a terrible shame. 

A month ago she ran away from her 
home, at 69 Bell street, and was located at 
a Decatur street boarding house a few 
hours later by Detective H. H. Bedford. 
The detective, carried the shame-faced 
young woman to Chief Connolly’s office. 
where her father, Mr. H. A. Plunkett, was 
waiting for her. 

In the presence of the chief and her 
father Miss Plunkett recited the story of 
her ruin. She said that for several months 
She had been working at the Selig pants 
manufactory and in passing between her 
home and her work she had made the ac- 
quaintance of a young druggist, who had 
ruined her. She gave the name of the 
young man and Mr. Plunkett at once swore 
out a warrant against him and had him 
arrested. : 

The young man speedily gave bond and 

the matter was easily hushed up for the 
time being. The young girl went back 
home, but her life was far from happy. 
After a few weeks her father sent her to 
the house of correction’ for young girls and 
she remained there until yesterday morn- 
ing. : 
About 7 o'clock she appeared at her home 
on Bell street and Surprised her parents 
by saying that she had stolen away from 
the home. With her another young girl 
had left and the two had gone to the union 
depot, where Miss Plunkett’s companion 
took the early train for Augusta. Miss 
Plunkett went straight to her home. 

Her cheeks were pale and her eyes had a 
troubled expression that was foreign to 
them. She did not appear her natural 
self and her conversation struck her pa- 
rents as befng fdérced and unnatural. Her 
father left about 8 o’clock, geing to his 
work. 

About 9 o’clock Miss Plunkett came in 
from the yard, where she had been alone 
for some time. The yard is a large one 
and is plentifully dotted with trees.. It is 
an exceptionally pleasant place and white 
rabbits and other pets play about ‘beneath 
the trees. Here Miss Plunkett had spent 
several minutes unobserved. 

When She tar in she appeared excited 
and told her mother that she had taken 
poison. 

“What did you take?’ her mother asked 
in affright. 

“I don’t know,” the girl affirmed, ‘‘but it’s 
poison,’”’ 

Just a féw minutes before Miss Plunkett 
had asked her mother about a package of 
strychnine that had been in the house for 
several years, having been purchased origi- 
nally to poison some troublesome dogs. 
For years the deadly package had remained 
about the houBe and no one dreamed that 
it would put an end to the life of the frait 
member of the family. ; 

Mrs. Plunkett sent for a physician the 
moment after ber daughter told her of 
taking poison and Dr. T. L. Phillips re- 
sponded. He arrived in about fifteen min- 
utes and found the girl unconscious, 

Daring the entire morning Miss Plunkett 
rema‘@ed in an insensible stupor and died 
juet after 1 o’clock. 

Coroner Paden impaneled a jury of in- 
quest yesterday afternoon and the facts 
of the svicide were brougeh® out so far as 
was possible. Dr. Phillips could not state 
positively what drug the girl had.taken. 
He said the symptoms did not correspond 
to those of strychnine poisoning. The jury 
found a verdict of suicide, but was unable 
to name the drug that caused the death.

CAROLINA’S LIQUOR LAW. 


Governor Tillman Threatens to Spill 
Out Whisky That Is Seized. 
Columbia, 8. C., March 13.—(Special.)—The 
dispensary and the United States revenue 


eservice ure about to have a warm contest, 


growing out of the notification of the reve- 
nue department that whisky seized by the 
dispensary in Charleston {is liable to seizure 
under United States stututes. In replying 
to Collector Townes Governor § Tiil- 
man acknowledges that such’ would be the 
right of the United States government had 
it found the liquor and made the seizure, 
but denies the right of the department in- 
asmuch as the state constables seized it 
first and as it was smuggled into the state 
in order to evade the state law and not 
the United States law, because it bears 
stamps, showing that the revenue taxes 
had been paid. The governor asks to have 
the matter settled at onte, first by the de- 
cision @f the commissioner at Washington, 
and if that is against him by a test case in 
the courts. 

Concluding his letter, the governor de- 
clares that he cannot be expected to tame- 
ly submit to such an unjust claim as this. 
“The Untted States encourages men to break 
the state law by letting them pay special 
tax for the privilege to sell. When they 
smuggled in whisky on which tax has been 
paid to avail themselves of the privilege 
and the state constables seized it, it be- 
longs to the state, if there is the least re- 
gard for equity and fair play. If we can’t 
hold it we will dump it into the streets in 
the future.” 

Today the reVenue department sold at 
auction a lot of whisky that it had seized. 
All but a few gallons were purchased by 
the state. On hearing that outside parties 
had purchased some of it, Governor Till- 
man instructed a trial justice to issue war. 
rants for the seizure of the goods and for 
the arrest of the purchasers. ‘The war- 
rants charge them with violation of section 
1 and they will be served as soon as the 
liquor is turned over to them by the reve- 
nue department. Being asked what this 
meant, Governor Tillman said: 

“We propose to seize all the liquor that 
is sold at these revenue sales when it its 
bought by any one other than the state 
government. it is a direct violation of sec- 
tion 1 of the dispensary act for any one 
to purchase or get into their possession 
any packages of whisky that are solid by 
the revenue authoritics. My men have in- 
structions to seize all this liquor just as 


soon as they can get it.”

The Venable Brothers Secure a Monopoly 
of the Stone Mountain Quarries. 


ONE COMPANY SOLD OUT TO THEM 


Rumors That a Vast Stock Company Will 
Be Formed to Operate the Quarries. 
All About the Deal, 


The granite interests of the Stone moun- 
tain region have at last been consolidated 
and the Venable brothers, of Atlanta, now 
have entire and complete control. 

This by virtue of a big deal consummated 
within the past day or two by which Mr. 
W. H. Venable and Mr. Sam Venable pur- 


chased the property owned by a company at 


Lithonia. ; 

The land purchased consists of about 100 
acres, and it is said that the price paid for 
the same is not less than $30,000. 

Very little could*be learned 
transaction yesterday,-all efforts to see the 
Venable brothers proving in vain, but it is 
very generally believed and commonly gos- 
Siped about town that such a deal has been 
made, and that the Venables now control 
nearly the whole of the granite lands of 
Dekalb county. 

It was a number ‘of years ago that the 
Venables bought up the Stone mountain 
property, and they: have worked it most 
successimlly. since they came into , posses- 
sion, paving many. streets of the great 
cities of the country. There is no such 
granite for paving purposes as this, and 
the great demand for it has caused the 
Venables to get all of the contracts they 
bid for and year by year the property has 
been increasing in value. 

Mr. W. H. Venable and Mr. Sam Venable 
have been operating the quarries at Stone 
Mountain and’ Lithonia for several years. 
They owned all of the property there ex- 
cept the little mountain owned and operated 
by a company of Cincinnati capitalists 
under the name of the. Southern Granite 
Company, and the property of another com- 
pany, headed by Mr. Johnson, of Lithonia. 

The Venables began to negotiate for the 
Johnson property, and have finally closed 
the deal, according to reports, paying about 
$50,000 for it. 

The transaction places the Venables in 
practical control of all the granite proper- 
ties of this section of the state. 

They will now have considerable less op- 
position in the fleld and have enough gran- 
ite to run great quarries for years to-come. 
The property is inexhaustible. 

Messrs. Venable have recently secured 
contracts to do paving work in several of 
the larger cities of the country, including 
Baltimore, Cincinnati, Dayton, Columbus 
and’other.towns. The property. is growing 
more and more valuable every day.

The Board of Police Commissioners De- 
cide the Jenkins Street Matter, 


THE PETITION BEFORE THE BOARD 


a 


The Board Considers It in Secret Ses- 
sion, and No Action Js Taken. 
Other Routine Work. 


Just as the members of the police board 
reached for their hats Monday afternoon, 


| preparatory to adjourning, Chief Connolly 


arose with a yellow sheet of paper in his 
hands. 

“Just one other matter, gentlemen,”’ said 
the ghief, holding up the paper. “I have 
here a petition that was sent me several 
days ago by citizens in the vicinity of Jenk- 
ins street. I want to refer it to the boa—”’ 

“We will consider that in secret session, 
Mr. Chief,’”’. said Chairman English. And 
then. all other business being finished, the 
room was cleared and the communication 


discussed. 


The consideration of the question occupied 
about a half an hour. but what transpired 
behind the closed doors no one is privileged 
to tell. What individaul views the mem- 
bers advanced are not known to the public 
that waited outside, but one commissioner 
suggested that the section on Jenkins street 
occupied by the objectionable houses be 
placed under close police surveillance. 

©oviously his suggestion. which went so 
far as to previde for a special officer in 
that precinct, could not be entertained, as 


the houses are allowed to remain not by) 


Srace ‘of and under protection of the law, 
but by the grace of the board. 

When the session adjourned it was given 
out that the board had decided to allow 
the houses to remain as they are at pres- 
ent. This decision puts an end to the ex- 
pected prosecution of the women in the re- 
corder’s court and they wil! not be molested 
by the police department so long as their 
behavior is quiet and orderly. 

For several years the board has had an 
established policy governing the demi- 
monde element of the oity. This policy 
was to permit these houses within certain 
recognized precints, and to leave them alone 
so long as they did not infringe upon the 
residence communities of the city. 

Kor several years the houses on Jenkins 
have been in existence and Known 
to the police. When a petition was pre- 
sented some weeks ago asking the chief to 
move ten houses in the vicinity of Jenkins 
street, the chief was in doubt whether to 
comply with the réquest in the petition 
would not be to go in opposition to the 
known policy of the board. 

Evidently it is the opinion of the board 

that the Jenkins street houses are cut off 
and isolated from the residence communi- 
ies, 
There are several earnest gentlemen 
whose names are on the petition and they 
declare that they will press the matter 
further by appealing to the grand jury. 
They do not like the rejection of their. pe- 
tition in the least.

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McDONALD TRIES TO KILL HIMSELF 


But He Shows the Poison to the Jailer 
and a Physician Is Called. 
Henry McDonald, who is in jail in Chat- 
tanocoga, made a desperate attempt to kll 
himseif Sunday night by swallowing mor- 
phine.. He gave tne fact away, however, 
to one of tne jailers and the poison was 

taken from him in time to save his life. 

The Chattancoga Times tells the story. 
Here it is: 

“rienry McDonald, the young Atlanta man 
who has been a prisoner at the county jail 
Since his escapade of last month in leav- 
ing his wife in Atlanta and coming to this 
cliy witn the girl Neile Webb, tried to 
commit suicide at the jail here last night 
by taking morphine. By his own indiscre- 
tion, however, if indiscretion it may be cail- 
eu, tne tact that he had taken the drug, 
WaS discovered end Ur. Gahayan was sum- 
moned and saved the young leiiow 3 iife by 
the prompt aarmi Mistering of anaesthetics. 

“bor sume time it nas been the custom of 
the jail officials to treat —[cDonaid as a 
trusty. He nas been atiowed the freedom of 
the jail, and as ne has aiways acted nicely 
Since nis Incarceration and seemed to appre- 
ciate the Kindness of the officials, he was 
treated with apparent consideration. Added 
to McDonala’s good behavior was the fact 
tnat leiters have been written to the au- 
thorities. by members of his family stating 
that matters are being fixed up at the At- 
lanta end of the line, and that the young 
feilow will be assisted out of his troubpie 
when the propér time arrives, and request- 
ing the sherif® to treat him witn all con- 
Siueration possibie in the meantime. All of 
these circumstances led to the Kindly ireat- 
ment of McbDonald by the jail officie’s, 
and among other things he was frequentiy 
sent out on errands. 

“The prisoner never took advantage of 
this liberty until last msn. He left the 
jail just before 7 o'clock on an errand and 
returned within half an hour. At that time 
Chariey Skillern, the jailer, was upstairs 
dressing with a view to accompanying his 
wife to church, the jail office being in 
charge of John Early. Nothing unusual 
was noticed about BicDonald’s actions on 
his return to the jail, but a few minutes 
afterwards he took a small box from his 
pocket, went to the water cooler, placed 
s¢ ymething i in his mouth ‘eli the box and 
took a drink of waier. This done, he walk- 
ed into the front office, where arly was 
siiting, and threw the box down in front of 
the night watchman, saying: 

. “There, I will make you a present of 
that.’ 

“Barly looked- at the box and saw written 
across the end: ‘Morphine—Poison.’ This 
aroused his suspicion and he summoned the 
jailer, who immediately summoned Dr. Ga- 
hagan by. telephone. The doctor. arrived 
within twenty minutes, and McDonald, who 
had gone up to the hospital cell, was found 
to be in a comatose condition. The doctor 
at once administered a powerful emetic, 
which in a little while had the desired ef- 
fect, and for an hour McDonald was the 
sickest man on earth. 

‘At 9:20 o’clock the doctor left the jail, 
stating that the fellow was practically out 
of danger, but that he must not be allowed 
to go to sleep during the night or he might 
not awake again. Consequently the night 
watchman and a prisoner were kept busy 
walking McDonald up and down and slap- 
ping him with wet towels. 

“Tt was ascertained by a Times man that 
McDonald had purchased ten grains of mor- 
phine at Wise’s drug store about 7 o’clock 
vesterday evening. The box was found to 
vet contain five grains. showing that the 
man had taken five grains, enough to hustle 
him into kingdom come most unceremo- 
nicusly had medical aid not reached him as 
promptly as it did. There is no law against 
selling morphine to any one, hence it was 
an easy matter for the fellow to obtain the 
deadlv drug 

“MeDonald has said himself that he eats 
morphine, but from his actions last night 
end the amount taken there seems to be 
little doubt that he was intent upon com- 
mitting suicide.” _
